DROWSINESS ENDS FEAT 


Hamburg, Germany. April 10 (A.P:). 
Otto Kemmerich today finished the 
longest recorded continuous swim in 
human annals and also outlasted a 
California sea lion. 

Kemmerich swam several thousand 
laps of a small circular basin only 44 
feet in diameter. He was in the water 
46 hours which is 14 hours longer. than 
the record recently set at Miami! Beach, 
Fla., by Mrs. Lottie Moore Schoemmel, 
of New York. Kemmerich had hoped 
to swim 50 hours. 

“l was sorry I had to give up, but I! 
was only barely conscious because of 
lack of sleep and could not see where 
I was going,” he explained. “Several 
times I nearly fell asleep and for the 
last few hours there were long inter- 
vals when I did not see where I was 
going and made the swimming move- 
ments purely in a mechanical fashion.” 

Despite this experience the swimmer 
was able to quit the water unaided, and 
physicians who examincd him found 
his heart and respiration normal. 

Kemmerich’s pet sea lion, Leo, after 
ten hours, dropped asleep tn the water. 
He was roused by a luscious meal of 
fresh herrings and started up again. 
All told he disposed of 35 pounds of 
herring, but became increasingly lan- 
guid and after 42 hours he was taken 
out of the water. 

Kemmerich was fed at frequent in- 
tervals. He took fried eggs, coffee, 
cocoa, chocolate and fruit. The physi- 
clans decided that he had to give up 
because of nervous rather than muscu- 
lar exhaustion. 

As soun as the physicians had fin- 
ished with him, Otto followed Leo’s 
example and the two snored in con- 
cert, side by side.

Ludlow, now a resident of Pittsburgh, 
said he was a former member of the 
Dallas, Tex., Klan, Lodge No. 56, and 
that he was personally acquainted with 
Imperial Wizard Hiram Evans. 

He described the burning of a white 
man at Terrell, Tex., saying the victim 
was “tried” by a klan “kangaroo court,” 
was taken to an isolated spot, tarred, 
oiled and then set on fire by a klans- 
man who applied a match. He said 
between 300 and 400 hooded klansmen 
were present at the time. 

Ludlow said that at another time a 
man named “Smith,” alleged to have 
failed to support his family, was tried 
before Evans, who ordered that he be 
dealt with severely. He said Evans 
directed the tarring and feathering of 
the man. 

Asked by klan counsel if this “was 
done by your local Klan” Ludlow replied 
“yes, but we got the orders from Evans.”

because experience has shown that 
school boards electéd by the people have 
been the most successful elsewhere 
Opponents of the bill declared that no 
fault could be found with the present 
school conditions and that passage of 
the bill might inject ward politics into 
the situation. 


Dougherty Opposes Measure. 


Among those who indorsed the bill at 
yesterday’s hearing were Charles I, 
Stengle, of the Citizens Advisory.

$323,000. Recommended to Better Ventilation System for | 
Two Chambers—$300,000 Item for New Botanic 
Buildings Stricken From Bill. 


The long fight by Congress for more 
and better air is about won. In re- 


porting out the legislative appropriation 
bill yesterday, the House appropriations 
committee recommended that $323,000 
be spent on a better ventilating system 
for the two chambers. 

The bill, which provides for the sal- 
aries of senators and representatives 
and Capitol employes, carries a total of 
$17,118,457, 

Hearings on the ventilation at the 
Capitol developed that in the last 35 
years 202 representatives and 83 sena- 
tors have died in office. The average 
death rate, it was shown, has been 4.6 
per cent for senators and 2.8 per cent 
for representatives, the disparity being 
largely due to the fact that the sena- 
tors take office at a more advanced age 
than the representatives. 

The appropriations committee elimi- 
nated from tho bill an estimate of 
$300,000 for the construction of new 
buildings for the Botanic Gardens, it 


being thought wise to wait until the 
land for extending the gardens is ac- 
quired. 

The bill carries an item of $387,000 
for alterations and additions to the 
eas! and southeast stacks in the Library 
of Congress. These additions will pro- 
vide facilities and space that are badly 
needed at the Library. The bill also 
carries an appropriation of $87,680 for 
new employes in the Library. 

he appropriations committee recom- | 
mended an appropriation of $5,680 for | 
completing the codification of the laws 
of the District of Columbia. It Is ex- 
pected that the work will be completed 
before the next session of Congress is 
convened. 

Eight thousand dollars is recom- 
mended for increasing the pay of ap- 
proximately 100 laborers in the Govern- 
ment Printing Office from 50 cents an 
hour to 55 cents an hour, and $22,000 
is recommended for increasing the per- 
sonnel at the big print plant.

Eleanor Lehman, -24-year-old typist, in 
Hoffman's office in the Victor Build- 
ing the night of March 2, 

Miss Lehman’s neck was broken by 
Hoffman while she was being given an 
“adjustment.” Mrs. Dolores Monroe, in 
a confession made to Rover and Miss 
McCall, declared she was present when 
Hoffman broke Miss Lehman’s neck in 
an effort to cover up an alleged illegal 
operation. 

A young man who knew Miss Lehman 
will be questioned this morning by De- 
tective Lieut. Edward J. Kelly, to dis- 
cover whether he can throw any light 
on the circumstances surrounding the 
girl's death, 

The exhumed body of Miss Lehman 
was returned to its grave in Mount 
Olivet Cemetery yesterday morning, fol- 
lowing a second autopsy on the body 
at the District Morgue Monday night 
by Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, deputy coroner, 
and Dr. A. M. MacDonald, of Casualty 
Hospital. 

The first autopsy revealed Miss Leh- 
man had died from a broken neck and 
that she soon was to have become 4 
mother. Dr. MacDonald declared he 
found no trace of an illegal operation 
at the first autopsy and his findings 
Monday night were not disclosed by 
Rover.

Flood control bills now pending be- 
fore Congress appear to President Cool- 
idge ideally suited to benefit everybody 
except the actual flood sufferers whom 
they were originally intended to pro- 
tect. Railroad companies, lumber in- 
terests, individuals holding shares in 
these concerns. and especially con- 
tractors interested in the constructions 
involved, seem to the President destined 
to derive majority benefits from the 
contemplated measures. All in all, he 
thinks the situation now in Congress 
is impossible. 

Large sums, which some of.the ex- 
perts whom President Coolidge bas con- 
sulted have estimated as high as $1,500,- 
000,000, will be expended under the 
bill to buy rights of way, channels for 
the flood way and contingent expenses, 
including major maintenance costs. 

The letting of contracts for the 
actual construction would be taken out 
of the hands of Army engineers, where 
it has heretofore always rested, to be- 
come the jurisdiction of the special 
commission formed under the provi- 
sions of the bill. 


Doubts Commission’s Value.

\King Fuad of Egypt Hopes 
For Trip Soon to America 


Would Accept Invitation if 


Offered, and Royal Wel- 
come Is Planned in Keep- 
ing With Rank, Reports 
Received Here State. 


Voyage in Great Yacht 


With Oriental Splendor 


Marking Pageant After 
Arrival Are Part of His 
Tentative Proposals. 


King Fuad I of Egypt is desirous 
of visiting the United States in the 
near future, if it can be arranged in 
harmony with the traditional ceremony 
and dignity accorded by: European na- 
to reigning sovereigns, it was 
learned authoritatively today. 

The visit of King Fuad would prove 
the occasion for the most splendid dis- 
play of pageantry that has ever dis- 
tinguished the reception of a foreign 
visitor in the United States. Together 
with King Albert of Belgium and 
Emperor Don , Pedro of Brazil, the 
Egyptian sovereign would be one of 
three reigning monarchs who have 
visited the United States. All the 
honors and privileges due to his high 
station would be accorded King Fuad 
in his official capacity. 

Plans for the visit so far are tenta- 
tive. Mahmoud Samy Pasha, the Egyp- 
tian Minister, has not approached the 
State Department with the customary 
Official intimation that the King of 
Egypt would be pleased to come to the 
United States. It is definitely under- 
stood, however, that if an official invi- 
tation from the Government of the 
United States is extended, the Egyptian 
monarch will in all probability accept 
it. -It is understood there is nothing 
to prevent such acceptance at the pres- 
ent time. 

The transatlantic voyage would prob- 
ably be undertaken on King Fuad’s 
palatial yacht Mahroussa, the largest

and most luxuriously furnished vessel 
of its type in the world. On the Mah- 
roussa, the Egyptian sovereign has 
visited nmumerous’ European _ states, 
which have sent warships to escort 
him to his destination. The yacht is 
magnificently equipped for crossing the 
Atlantic, according to reports, and 
would afford the King more comfort 
than he could find on the best ocean 
liners. 

King Fuad’s visit would have to take 
place either this autumn or next 
spring, owing to the fact that the 
Egyptian parliament convenes in the 
winter and the sovereign will be unable 
to leave Cairo during that season. It ts 
felt that summer is also out of the 
question, since President Coolidge and 
other ranking Government officials 
would not be in Washington to wel- 
come the royal visitor. Rigid etiquette 
and elaborate ceremonial would neces- 
sarily regulate the length of King 
Fuad’s stay in this country, and in the 
event the visit should take place this 
autumn, the king’s trip would be 
somewhat curtailed, as it is essential 
that he return to Egypt for the forma] 
opening of parliament in November,

We can 
reach England more cheaply from 
America,” said Ford. 

When John McCormick visited the 
United States on a concert tour a few 
months ago he told Ford to be sure to 
go to Moore Abbey whether the owner | 
was there to receive him or not. The 
tenor urged the Detroit manufacturer 
to catch as many trout as he wished 
from the brook which winds through 
the estate and to make himself per- 
fectly at home. Ford replied that he 
would certainly like to see the pic- 
turesque dwelling, but today he indi- 
cated he had changed his mind. 


Ford Held Misinformed. 


Word from Cork said Ford’s decision 
had caused astonishment there, and | 
Barry Egan, representative of Cork in |

Ford said he believed that world 
prohibition is coming and that Europe 
will be forced to prohibit alcohol be- 
cause of competition of the United 
States and other countries which grad- 
ually ban strong drink. 

Transatlantic flights never will be 
commercially practicable until an im- 
proved type of plane is developed, and 
the present idea of flights, depending 
95 per cent upon man, must be re- 
versed.

Senator David A. Reed, Republican, of 
Pennsylvania, declared that the Ford 
Motor Co, was collecting more than 
$25,090,000 annually in “imaginary” 
freight, whereas many of its cars were 
assembled in scattered plants near the 
scene of sale. 


J. Borton Weeks, president of the 
American Motorists Association, brought 
about the row when he appeared at the 
opening of public hearings by the com- 
mittee on the revenue bill to dispute 
thte argument of Secretary Mellon that 
automobile manufacturers were the 
only ones interested in repeal of the 
auto tax which was voted by the House. 
He said the owners were vitally inter- 
ested. 

Senator Reed contended the owners 
were likely to receive little benefit from 
repeal of the tax, but party lines broke 
as Senator Couzens, Republican, Michi- 
gan, retorted that they were the only 
ones who could benefit by repeal of the 
tex. 

Reed Quotes Price List. 


Senator Reed countered by reading 
price lists, which, he said, showed that 
the automobile industry had not re- 
duced its prices on parts and acces- 
sories after the tax was taken off those 
articlés two years ago, 

Senator King, Democrat, Utah, added 
that he had received no plea from auto 
owhers among the thousands of letters 
sent to him asking repeal of the levy. 

Senator Reed finally asked Weeks if he 
knew that the Ford company was col-

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FLOOD CONTROL. 


President Coolidge has given unmis- 
takable notice of his opposition to the 
flood control bill as evolved by the House 
committee. If Congress should run wild 
on this project, opening the way for the 
reckless expenditure of billions on tribu- 
tary streams, the bill would probably be 
vetoed. 

Many members of Congress hold that 
President Coolidge would not veto any 
flood control bill, however objectionable 
it might be to him, because of the popu- 
lar demand for flood legislation as a life- 
saving precaution. But this view of Mr. 
Coolidge’s position is probably erroneous. 
He is not easily stampeded by public 
clamor, and it is hardly likely that he 
would mar his long record of economy by 
signing a bill committing the Govern- 
ment to vast undetermined expenditures. 
He is going out of office, too, and is 
therefore doubly strong in resisting ap- 
peals that would lead to extravagance. 

What will it avail Congress to load 
down a flood control bill with unnecessary 
and extravagant riders if it is to be ve- 
toed just as the session ends? What the 
country wants is a beginning of actual 
control of the Mississippi River—not the 
Yalobusha or the Wapsapinnicon or other 
tributaries, but the Father of Waters 


. Wmgelf. As the legislation is now tend- 


ing, the Treasury will be emptied into 
tributaries of the Mississippi before the 
big river itself is controlled. 

The so-called plans for control of the 
Mississippi are not plans at all—they are 
fragments of what may be included in 
an effective plan hereafter. No one 
knows what the entire plan should be. 
It is known, however, that more water 


‘enters the Mississippi than it can dis- 
gorge. 


Its disgorging capacity should be 
enlarged, for one thing. Sooner or later 
the surplus of the great tributaries must 
be held back. But it would be foolish for 
Congress to authorize works for control- 
ling all the big tributaries, before a def- 
inite plan has been formulated. That 
the levee system must be retained and 
made more ample is generally agreed. 
As to new levees, there is difference of 
opinion. ! 

In these circumstances, would it not 
be wise for Congress to content itself 
with the creation of a commission, 
charged with the power and responsi- 
bility of formulating a general flood con- 
trol plan? This commission should be 


composed of both Army and civilian: 


engineers, and it should have at its dis- 


- posal $25,000,000 with which to proceed 


immediately with works in the lower 
Mississippi Valley. 

A year’s work by such a commission, 
both in pushing urgent control works 
and in formulating a general plan cov- 
ering the entire problem, would enable 


Congress to deal with the subject next 


year in an intelligent manner, and would 


’ in the meantime give some protection to 


the people along the lower Mississippi.

THE METROPOLITAN POLICE. 


The people of Washington regret that for 
the time being there will be no increase in 
the pay of the Metropolitan police. The 
police force are entitled to better pay, and it 
is hoped that the budget tan be arranged to 
give them a better allowance, 

In spite of the criticism that is always 
made against peace officers in this and other 
cities whenever the crime wave increases, the 
police of Washington hold the confidence of 
the public because of their faithfulness and 
efficiency. Man for man, they are the equal 
of any police force in the world, and they are 
called upon to perform more arduous duties 
than other forces, on account of the great ex- 
tent of territory to be covered and the. in- 
adequate number of men. ‘ 

It is noticeable that other large cities in 
the United States are having their difficulties 
in trying to cope with crimé. Their police 
forces are not making such records as to put 
the Washington police to shame. Indeed, other 
cities seem to be safer than Washington for 
criminals. Several remarkable cases of detec- 
tive work in this city recently, including the 
capture of holdup men, have made it clear 
that this is a bad fleld for robberies, 

What Washington needs is more policemen. 
The force is not large enough to cover the 
District as it should be covered. The fact 
that public order is well maintained here is 
proof that members of the present small force 
are doing highly efficient work, 


AN AIRPLANE TOURING PARTY. 


Early in the present century the Glidden 
tours did much to popularize the automobile. 
In those days facilities for touring were few 
and far between. A trip from Boston to New 
York was accomplished only with the greatest 
hardship. The organizers of the Glidden tours 
by combining in one caravan a number of auto- 
mobiles. and preparing the road ahead made 
touring easier. The tours proved popular 
with those who owned automobiles and served 
to impress upon the public at large the fact 
that the motor car was a practical agency of 
transportation. 

The Glidden tour idea now is to be revived 
and applied to the airplane. Announcement 
has been made that this summer an aerial 
argosy will be undertaken in which 200 
passengers will be transported 7,820 miles 
through the air,visiting 32 cities in 42 days. 
Starting from Washington and New York, the 
party will fiy westward to Seattle, down the 
Pacific Coast and across the Southern States 
to New Orleans, thence northward to the start- 
ing point. Giant trimotored planes supplied 
by American manufacturers will carry the 
passengers, who are invited to take golf, tennis 
and swimming equipment with which to vary 
the luncheons, dinners and fetes offered by the 
cities of which they will be guests. ‘The party 
will be accompanied by a tourmaster, con- 
ductor and mechanical staff, who will fly in 
smaller single-motored planes, 

The development of aviation depends largely 
upon the attitude of the man in the strect. 
Until he has taken to the air aviation must 
remain for the few who are brave enough to 
pioneer, The nation-wide tour should hasten 
the general use of airplanes. Even though only 
200 individuals can be accommodated in the 
Planes a whole Nation will watch their 
progress with interest. The tour should serve 
to give added proof that the plane offers a 
thoroughly reliable means of transportation. 


BETTER MEN, THAT'S ALL, 


Athletic records are at best temporary. 
When they are established it seems impossible 
that they can be bettered. Yet each year wit- 
nesses a new crop of records, until one wonders 
where the ultimate can be. Better equipment 
tends to make wew’ records.’ The modern, 
balanced golf ball can be driven a greater 
distance by only a mediocre player than the 
old gutta percha ball was driven by a cham- 
pion. Today’s home run records could not 
‘have been hung up with old-fashioned balls 
and bats. Today’s athletes have better tools 
with which to work, better fields upon which 
to play and better clothing to wear. But these 
physical improvements are not wholly respon- 
sible for the new records. 

The intercollegiate swimming season now 
being completed has: been most noteworthy. 
Reeords were shattered by wholesale and 
some of the new marks created the world 
Standards. In free style swimming, Yale dis- 
posed of varsity and world relay records for 
200, 250 and 300 yards, 50 ydrds per man, 
and 400, 500 and 600 yards, 100 yards per 
man. Garnet Ault, of the University of Michi- 
gan, tumbled the 440-yard intercollegiate 
free-style mark to 5:01 4-5 from 5:08 2-5. 


Walter Schott, of Williams, established a new’ 


mark for the 200-yard breast stroke. Rich- 
ard Spindle, of Michigan, set a new record for 
the 220-yard back stroke. These are but a 
few of the new marks set up. 

Swimming, unlike other sport, requires no 
equipment. The new marks were established 
by young men to all intents and purposes ex- 
actly similar to those of a decade ago, pro- 
pelling themselves through water of exactly 
the same consistency as water of a decade 
ago. New swimming records, as measuring 


human efficiency, mean more than néw rec-. 


ords of any other sort. The successful year 
that intercollegiate swimming is now closing, 
therefore, can be taken to indicate that the 


human race is improving.

SUBMARINE SAFETY DEVICES, 


There is a reassuring note in the statement 
issued by the Navy Department to the effect 
that the newly launched fleet submarine V-4 
carries a total of 106 safety devices, whereas 
the ill-fated S-4 had but 85. All of these de- 
vices, it is said, were known fhree years ago. 
They were not placed upon the S boats, how- 
ever, because they are too small to accommo: 
date them. ar 


“The V-4 has fresh water attachments to all 


- compartments, and its hatches can be operated

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either from the inside or the outside. This 
means that water .can be injected to all com- 
partments that are not flooded, and that if the 
crew trapped inside are unable to act, the 
salvage force outside can. It might even be 
possible, says the Navy statement, for a man 
to crawl in from the outside through such 
hatches. The V-4 also has air blow lines to 
each compartment, and instead of one escape 
hatch, as in the S-4, it has three. Moreover, 
these open on the side instead of on the top, 
thus creating an air pocket when opened and 
facilitating escape. 

Those who go down in the V boats are much 
more favorably situated than those who must 
put forth in the sister craft of the 5-4. It is 
explained by the department that attempts 
were made originally to introduce-all these 
devices in-the S class, but that the extra weight 
involved made it impossible. Submarine de- 
signers, it is said, have to reckon with every 
pound of weight and every inch of space in 
their calculations, and if such devices had been 
installed on the S-4 other more essential de- 
vices would have had to be eliminated, 

The question may be asked, however, why 
boats of the S class should have been con- 
structed? Certainly adequate safety devices 
constitute necessary and legitimate details of 
boat design. If it is found necessary to build 
big boats to assure safety, little boats should 
be abandoned, Economy and efficiency may 
vary widely in the various sizes, but operating 
costs are trivial as compared with the ever- 
present threat of disaster if proper safety de- 
vices are not available. The department’s 
announcement serves only to open the entire 
question of submarine safety. If the V boats 
are the smallest that can be designed for safe 
operation, and if the Navy knew this years 
ago, why were the S boats ever built, and 
why are they continued in commission?

Injustice to 
of stingy salaries 
Teaching is a noble calling, 
to be properly rewarded. Professors, 
instructors and teachers should at least 
be paid money sufficient to make it pos- 
sible for them to live comfortably. 

With the sentiments expressed in the last 
two sentences every one will agree, The state- 
ment contained in Mr. Beatty’s 
sentence is, however, more a pious aspiration 
than a record of accomplished fact. *It is based 
on the announcement that on and from July 1 
next Columbia University, New York, will put 
into effect a new salary scale for its teaching 
staff. That scale ranges from a minimum of 
$2,400 per annum for an instructor to a maxi- 
mum of $12,000 per annum to which a full 
professor of special merit or distinction may 
eventually hope to.attain. (By the way, the 
adjective “full” is, of course, here used in iis 
strictly Pickwieckian or academic sense. ) in 
between these extreme ranges there are mini- 
mums (or minima, if you will) of $3,690 for 
assistant professors, $5,000 for associate pro- 
fessors and $7,500 for professors. 

Columbia thus aligns itself with 
many cases, surpasses those other enlightened 
and up-to-date institutions of the higher learn- 
ing, which, in recent years, have decided to 
pay their faculty members salaries that, in 
President Butler’s fine phrase, give them dig- 
nity and freedom. In adopting this forward- 
looking policy these colleges and universities 
have, indeed, consideration for their teaching 
staffs, but they are also acting in self-defense, 
for it is in the best interest of the institution 
that its teachers should be free from sordid 
and carking care. If not, one of two things 
occur: either the professor ruins his career by 
becoming a mere hack in doing outside teach- 
ing, or in taking up casual] editing or writing, 
in order to supplement a too exiguous salary, 
and sometimes this extra work and the care 
and anxiety it connotes hurry him off to a 
premature grave; or else he is driven by the 
sheer force of economic pressure into some 
other field of endeavor with better pay and 
prospects. It is no secret, but on the contrary 
it is well known that in this latter way 
brilliant chemists, physicists, economists and 
teachers of languages have been lost forever 
to the halls of learning which under happier 
auspices they would have so conspicuously 
adorned. 

The low salaries traditionally paid to 
teachers of all ranks and,grades for the last 
four centuries are an inheritance from the 
days when the giving of instruction was almost 
a complete monopoly of celibates without 
family rsponsibility and when money had far 
more purchasing power than it now possesses. 
It is good to see Columbia and other universi- 
ties breaking with that tradition and recogniz- 
ing the fact that, in. many cases, academic 
salaries ,are like academic discussions—they 
are not practical and get you nowhere. Even 
the highest figure yet named is no extravagant 
amount. It takes at least as much time and 
application to make a man a professor as to 
make him a lawyer or a banker or a merchant; 
and in what light, it may be asked, will your 
succeSsful lawyer, banker or merchant regard 
an income of $12,000? 

Nevertheless, it may with truth be said that 
Columbia has set a good example and taken 
a long step in the right. direction, It remains 
for others to imitate the example and follow 
the lead.

THE REFLECTION OF 
HEALTH IN THE 
COMPLEXION. 


F I were to choose between beautiful 

features and a clear complexion, I 

should, without qualification, de- 
cide upon the latter, for here is re- 
flected both beauty and health. A 
patrician nose can. not camouflage 
blemishes, but a fine, soft skin can 
greatly counterbalance a nose that 1s 
large or eyes that are small. And while 
one can not with practicality and econ- 
omy change the bony structure of the 
nose, nor slit the eyes to a greater size, 
nor sew up the mouth to a smaller size, 
we can all of us improve a poor com- 
plexion by using systematic care and 
forethought. 


The condition of one’s health and the 
type of one’s habits are speedily re- 
fiected in ‘the complexion. So, if you 
would have a colorful glow under your 
skin rather' than daubs of rouge on 
your checks, you had better sce that 
you get as many as nine hours of sleep 
each night. If you would have a 
smooth, clear texture to your skin, it 
behooves you to keep. scrupulously 
clean, both internally and externally. 


Every one, fat or lean, and from 
childhood to dotage, should watch the 
diet to include a sufficlency of the 
proper foods. Fresh fruits, preferably 
in raw state, and fresh vegetables 
should supplant tea, coffee and other 
artificial stimulants. Wholegrain prod- 
ucts have the necessary laxative action. 
By no means mistake the rich foods 
such as sauces, gravies, fried and greasy 
foods, and all sweets, for the more nu- 
tritious fare. 


External cleanliness and care should 
supplant the diet. For the face, the 
green soap treatment is effective in 
routing bleackhead, whiteheads and 
pimples. After thoroughly cleansing 
the face with a suitable cleanser (an 
oily one for dry skins and a grease- 


less one for oily skins), wash the face 
with tincture of green soap and warm 
water and rinse the soap off well, Using 
the two index fingers and guarding the 
skin against infection, press out those 
blemishes that yield easily, but never 
force a spot. Rinse the face first with 
hot and then with plenty of cold water. 
You may apply an antiseptic salve. 
such as zinc ointment, to the spots. 


The foregoing treatment will help “A 
Daily Reader,” “W. J. Z.,” “Anxious,” 
and “Catherine Z.” Those with -oily 
skins as well as blemishes will find the 
green soap treatment slightly drying 
and, in addition, they may use a mild 
astringent to shrink the pores each time 
the face is cleansed. “Anxious” may 
console herself that her poor complex- 
ion is greatly due to her “awkward age” 
and will improve with time. “Catherine 
Z's” freckles, if they are not of long 
standing, should lighten with the daily 
application of a solution of equal parts 
of fresh lemon juice and hydrogen per- 
oxide. This is allowed to dry on the 
Skin, 


Phillys E.: For your oily skin, you, 
too, may use, the green soap and the 
mild astringent. Be sure your cleans- 
ing cream is'‘of a greaseless nature and 
use a liquid powder base rather than 
a cream. I can not give trade names in 
my column, 


Miss Rae T.: Constant conscientious 
care of the skin will prevent it from 
coarsening. Worry, rather than work, 
most frequently produces wrinkles. To 
keep ah equanimity of spirit. through 
a sane diet, plenty of sleep and health- 
ful living is the best way to prevent 
tell-tale lines. Almond meal is not és- 
sentially better as a cleanser than soap, 
but many of the best soaps have al- 
mond meal in.them. The almond meal 
is well borne by some very sensitive 
skins that do not seem to like soap.

Trading was in tremendous volume, 
the day’s turnover exceeding 4,200,000 
shares. The ticker service was far be- 
hind during most of the session., 


Apart from the fact that a reaction 
in the market was due as a technical 
corrective, tighter mcrey furnished the 
principal ammunition for the use of 
those bearishly inclined. The an- 
nouncement of a 5%, per cent renewal 
rate for call money caused considerable 
uneasiness in the forenoon and -this 
Was accentuated by the failure of the 
rate to attract funds enough to offset 
withdrawals which exceeded $25,000,- 
000, and by the fact that the supply 
of time money was su restricted as to 
force the placing of many loans at 5 
per cent. In the micdle of the after- 
noon the call rate was raised to 6 per 
cent, the highest since the last days 
of 1926. 

The decrease in unfilled tonnage re- 

orted by the Unite-l States Steel Cor- 
Sextition had been expected and had 
little effect marketwise. 

For a short time after the opening 
heavy buying was quite general and in 
that period 46 new high-price leveis 
for the year or longer were established. 
But around the beginning of the sec- 
ond hour prices began to recede under 
heavy offerings and this movement was 
increased considerably with the an- 
nouncement of the 6 per cent call 
money rate. 

The break did not In any way ap- 
proach panic proportions, but it was 
severe enough to worry those who have 
been active in forcing the more specu- 
lative issues to record heights. Partic- 
ularly was this true because of the 
greater difficulties experienced in ob- 
taining credit on marginal accounts on 
many of the less substantial shares. 

Recent leaders on the up side suffered 
the widest net losses. United States 
Cast Iron Pipe dropped 12%4 points on 
the day; Radio, 5%; Wright, 44%; Gen- 
eral Motors, 244; General Electric, 31,4; 
Woolworth, 2%; Cluett-Peabody, 5%; 
Atlantic Refining, 24%,; American Smelt- 
ing, 34%; Commercial Solvents, 3; Atlan- 
tic Coast Line, 2; Delaware & Hudson, 
4; Western Maryland, 1%; Texas-Pa- 
cific, 2%; Du Pont, 55%: Interborough 
Rapid Transit, 244; Rossia Insurance, 
7; Vanadium, 214; United States Steel 
common, 1; Willys Overland, 1; Timken, 
3144; Houston Oil, 6; Anaconda, 114;

The mortgage will provide for a cy- 
mulative sinking fund to begin Octo- 
ber 15,1931, which, it is estimated, will 
retire over $1,000,000 of these bonds by 
maturity. 


Federal Reserve Discounts, 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Rich- 
mond discounted paper totaling $1,500,- 
330,256 for member banks in 1927, as 
compared with $2,732,649,373 in 1926, a 
decrease of approximately 45 per cent, 
according to the thirteenth annual re- 
port of the bank submitted to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board by William W. Hox- 
ton, chairman of the board, and re- 
celved by stockholders yesterday. 

The average amount of paper under 
discount is a better measure of the ac- 
tual credit extended to member banks 
than the total volume of discounts for 
the year, since the amount is swolten 
by repeated offerings of very short 
time paper. 

The daily average was $23,417,517 in 
1927 and $41,855,268 in 1926, a de- 
crease of about 44 per cent during the 
last year. The banks in all of the six 
geographical divisions of the fifth dis- 
trict used reserve bank credit less ex- 
tensively in 1927 than in 1926. 

The daily average amount of paper 
under discount at the Richmond bank

In these the Pittsburgh Pirates, Na- 
tional League champions, will invade 
the grounds of their powerful rivals, 
the St. Louis Cardinals, while the 
world’s champion New York Yankees 
pry off the lid with the colorful Ath- 
letics at Philadelphia.

The 
batter hit safely and the runners 
from second and third crossed the 
plate, apparently adding to runs to 
the Pennsylvania score. 


However, the runner, who 
had started to come home from 
second, failed to touch third on 
the trip and he was called out 
by the umpire. The official 
scorer allowed the base runner 
from third to score and the 
gune officially ended in the 
ninth inning as a tie when 
darkness settled on the field. 


Billy Evans, the umpire and base- 
ball authority, was queried on the 
play and he ruled that inasmuch 
as the bases were full, “failure of 
the runner to touch third on his 
way from second to the plate on 
the batsman’s hit, simply made a 
forced third out of the play when 
the ball was returned to third base. 
Under the rules governing the scor- 
ing of runs, no run or runs could 
score in any play in which the 
third out is a force Out. 

“In this play, the runner on 
third who crossed the plate on the 
hit, had his run made void by the 
failure of the following runner to 
touch third base.” Thus the game 
which had stood an 8-8 tle for 
three days, under Evans’ ruling, 
which was received today, reverts 
to an 8-7 victory for the Duke Uni- 
versity Team.

REDRAFT OF PAY BILL

House ‘Committee Will Take 
Up Measure, With Wood- 
rum, Plan Today.

Prof. J. Morgenstern Tells 
Society Session of U. S. 
Cultural Progress. 


URGES STUDY OF EAST 
TO CREATE TOLERANCE 


Egerton, Yale, Elected Presi- 
dent; Many Important Pa- 
pers on Program Today. 


Prof. Frankiin Edgerton, of Yale Uni- 
versity, was elected president of the 
American Oriental Society yesterday at 
the opening session of a three-day an- 
nual convention held at Corcoran Hall, 
George Washington University. Dr. A. 
V. Jackson, of New York, and Prof. 
Raymond P. Dougherty, of Yale Uni- 
versity, were elected vice presidents. 

Prof. Julian Morgenstern, of the He- 
brew Union College, the retiring presi- 
dent, emphasized in his opening day 
address that America is creating a dis- 
tinctive culture, and that the Orient 
has many contributions to make to it. 

He urged a wider tolerance in this 
country’s treatment of the problems 
raised by immigration, prohibition, and 
the conflict between fundamentalism 
and modernism. , 

“Every would-be immigrant,” he 
sald, “is regarded with suspicion as a 
parasite on the body of the American 
but in characteristic manner, 
the United States has leaped at the 


| conciusion that blonde parasites are 


not quite as annoying or dangerous as 
brunettes.” 


Visions American Religions. 


There are growing up in the United 
States distinctive religions—American 
Protestantism, American Judaism, 
American Catholicism—all of which 
still have something to learn from the 
Oriental religions, he declared. An in- 
creased interest in Oriental studies 
would go a long way toward producing 
wider tolerance, he said. 

The growing American democracy is 
as ready for a democracy of learning as 
it is for a democracy of wealth, Prof. 
Morgenstern added. He looked forward 
to the day when the tired American 
business man would seek his intellec- 
tual relaxation in the wisdom of the 
East as he now seeks it in golf and 
sports.
